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The  estimated  population  for  this  year  was  582,681,  and  for  1879,  538,338, 
giving  an  estimated  increase  of  5,657  ;  the  natural  increase  by  deducting 
15,584  deaths  from  20,612  births  is  5,028  for  the  year  1878,  being  629  less 
than  the  estimated  increase. 

The  growth  of  the  population  is  greatly  influenced  by  immigration, 
encouraged  by  the  position  of  the  town  and  the  demand  for  unskilled  labour. 
In  prosperous  times  there  is  an  influx  of  labour  from  the  rural  districts  to 
supply  a  natural  demand ;  and  when  employment  fails  in  the  manufacturing 
towns,  the  distressed  operatives  endeavour  to  find  the  means  of  subsistence  by 
the  unskilled  labour  required  about  the  docks,  but  as  this  is  limited,  and  at 
the  best  of  times  yields  but  a  bare  living,  any  increase  in  the  number  compet¬ 
ing  for  the  work  lessens  the  individual  income  and  promotes  poverty, 
overcrowding,  and  disease.  Having  experienced  these  evils  on  former 
occasions,  a  feeling  of  anxiety  is  created  by  the  long-continued  depression  of 
trade,  lest  similar  results  should  ensue. 

The  increased  mortality  of  the  year  is  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  Measles 
and  Scarlatina,  the  former  causing  444  deaths,  the  latter  947  deaths,  and  the 
great  extremes  of  temperature  in  the  summer  and  winter  quarters. 

In  a  sensitive  population  like  ours  any  change  of  temperature  has  a  marked 
effect  upon  the  Death-rate,  and  though  a  desire  is  frequently  expressed  for  a 
return  of  the  old-fashioned  seasons  when  the  summers  were  hot  and  the 
winters  cold,  yet,  whatever  may  have  been  the  effect  in  former  times,  there  is 
no  doubt  that  at  the  present  day  what  is  called  “  seasonable  weather  ”  is  death 
to  many.  The  high  temperature  of  summer  means  an  increased  Death-rate 
from  Diarrhoea,  and  the  cold  of  winter  increases  the  mortality  from  Pulmonary 
diseases. 

Diarrhoea  may  be  considered  a  “filth  disease,”  arising  from  the  decom¬ 
position  of  organic  matter,  but  greatly  influenced  by  atmospheric  conditions. 
For  some  time  past  there  has  beeu  a  marked  decrease  in  the  deaths  from  this 
disease,  but  this  year  the  Death-rate  has  risen  owing  to  the  high  temperature, 
diminished  rainfall,  and  lessened  velocity  of  the  wind.  The  mean  tempera¬ 
ture  of  the  five  months  from  June  to  October  inclusive  was  slightly  in  excess, 
but  the  excess  was  highest  in  the  three  months,  July,  August,  and  September, 
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the  period  of  greatest  mortality,  when  the  mean  temperature  was  3T°  above 
the  corresponding  months  of  1877.  The  following  table  briefly  illustrates  the 
difference  in  the  meteorological  conditions  of  the  summers  of  1877  and 
1878  : —

The  low  temperature  of  the  last  eight  weeks  of  the  year  had  a  very  serious 
effect  upon  the  health  of  the  people,  more  particularly  the  aged,  when  337 
more  deaths  from  Pulmonary  diseases  were  registered  than  in  the  correspond¬ 
ing  weeks  of  the  previous  year.  The  following  table  gives  the  weekly  mean

Mr.  Reynolds,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Scavenging  Department,  has 
kindly  prepared  some  statistics  of  the  important  work  conducted  by  him, 
which  are  appended  to  this  Report,  and  show  the  magnitude  of  the  operations 
essential  for  the  cleansing  of  a  large  town. 
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Daring  the  fifty-two  weeks  of  the  year  1878  (terminating  on  Saturday, 
December  28),  the  Returns  of  the  Local  Registrars  record  20,612  births  and 
15,584  deaths  within  the  Borough;  the  numbers  for  the  corresponding  period 
of  the  previous  year,  1877,  were  20,333  births  and  13,904  deaths. 

Of  the  births  10,438  were  males  and  10,174  were  females,  making  the  total 
Birth-rate  of  the  Borough  equal  to  38*7  per  1,000  ;  the  average  of  the 
previous  ten  years  being  38-0  per  1,000.

Of  the  15,584  deaths  8,007  were  of  males,  and  7,577  of  females;  7,602 
occurred  in  the  Parish,  and  7,982  in  the  Out-townsliips. 

The  Death-rate  of  the  Borough  was  equal  to  29*3  per  1,000.  The  average 
of  the  previous  ten  years  was  29*0  per  1,000.

From  the  returns  made  as  to  the  residences  of  persons  dying  in  the  Work- 
houses  and  Hospitals  of  the  town,  we  are  able  to  classify  1,776  of  the  deaths 
in  these  establishments  under  the  wards  and  districts  from  whence  the  patients 
were  removed,  viz.,  373  under  Scotland  Ward,  140  under  Vauxhall  Ward, 
17  5  under  St.  Paul’s  and  Exchange  Wards  (Dale  Street  District),  281  under 
St.  Anne’s  and  Lime  Street  Wards  (Islington  District),  26  under  Castle 
Street  and  St.  Peter’s  Wards  (St.  George’s  District),  120  under  Pitt  Street  and 
Great  George’s  Wards  (St.  Thomas’s  District),  160  under  Kodney  Street  and 
Abercromby  Wards  (Mount  Pleasant  District),  190  under  the  Out-township 
of  Everton,  79  under  that  of  Kirkdale,  122  under  that  of  West  Derby,  and 
Ij.0  under  those  of  the  Toxteths.  This  will  leave  unclassified  255  deaths  of 
persons  whose  previous  residences  were  either  unknown  or  not  specified  ; 
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and  these,  in  the  absence  of  definite  information,  have  been  placed  m  the 
Wards  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  total  deaths;  and  192  who  were 

residents  outside  the  Borough. 

The  results  of  the  alterations  occasioned  by  this  re-arrangement  of  the 
deaths  in  the  wards  and  districts  will  be  shown  in  the  following  table,  from 
which  a  calculated  rate  of  mortality  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  inhabitants 
has  been  made ;  but  it  must  be  observed  that  the  estimate  of  the  population  of 
all  the  districts  in  the  Parish  has  been  made  on  a  rate  of  decrease  which  is 


probably  in  excess  of  what  is  going  on.

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The  deaths  of  Infants  below  the  fifth  year  of  their  age  amounted  to  7,408, 
and  thus  comprised  47*5  per  cent,  of  the  whole  deaths ;  the  average  number 
for  the  preceding  ten  years  was  7,118,  and  the  average  percentage  47*9. 
The  deaths  of  Infants  below  one  year  of  age  amounted  to  3,970,  or  19 -3  per 
cent,  of  all  the  children  born  within  the  Borough  died  before  attaining  the  age 
of  twelve  months. 

The  first  of  the  following  tables  shows  the  districts  where  Infantile  Mortality 
was  relatively  and  absolutely  greatest,  the  second  table  illustrates  the  influence 
of  age  on  the  death-rate  of  the  Borough,  and  the  third  table  places,  in  one 
connected  view,  the  pathological  history  of  the  death  registry.

ZYMOTICS. 

This  class  of  diseases  occasioned  3,698  deaths  during  the  year  1878,  and 
accounted  for  23*7  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality  within  the  Borough 
during  the  same  period.  The  average  number  of  deaths  from  these  diseases 
for  the  preceding  ten  years  was  3,851,  and  the  percentage  death  rate  for  18  /  8  was 
2*3  per  cent,  less  than  the  proportional  rate  of  zymotic  deaths  to  deaths  fiom 
all  causes  during  the  preceding  decennial  period.  The  following  table  shows 
the  localities  and  the  periods  of  their  fatal  prevalence  :  —

TYPHUS  AND  INFANTILE  REMITTENT  FEVER. 

These  diseases  accounted  for  375  deaths  within  the  Borough  of  Liverpool, 
or  for  212  in  the  Parish  and  163  in  the  Out-Townships  (The  average 
number  of  deaths  for  the  preceding  ten  years  was  540).  The  rate  of  their 
mortality  was  equal  to  0*7  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  _  Their 
percentage  rate  relatively  to  deaths  from  ail  causes  was  L6  during  the 
first  2*3  during  the  second,  2-5  during  the  third,  and  3T  during  the  fourth 
quarter  of  the  year.  Their  annual  rate  relatively  to  deaths  from  all  causes 
was  2*4  per  cent.,  and  relatively  to  deaths  from  zymotic  causes  101  per  cent. 
Their  deaths  included  186  males  and  189  females  ;  127  persons  below  the  age 
of  15.  199  between  the  ages  of  15  and  30,  and  139  above  the  age  of  30. 
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Every  form  of  continued  fever  is  included  under  the  generic  term  of 
typhus ;  but  the  registers  of  deaths  attribute  12  cases  to  gastric  fever,  122  to 
typhoid  fever,  33  to  enteric  fever,  1  to  continued  fever,  1  to  brain  fever,  and 
155  to  typhus.  Under  the  term  of  fever  there  were  registered  27  deaths, 
under  that  of  febris  4  deaths,  and  under  that  of  febricula  4  deaths.  The 
deaths  registered  under  the  term  of  infantile  remittent  amounted  to  16. 

The  following  tables  are  in  themselves  sufficiently  explanatory.  The  first 
compares  the  averages  of  deaths  from  typhus  during  the  preceding  ten  years 
with  those  during  1878;  the  second  and  third  tables  show  the  districts  of  the 
town  and  the  periods  of  the  year  in  which  all  forms  of  continued  fever  w*ere 
most  fatally  prevalent;  the  fourth  marks  in  streets  the  habitats  of  the  disease  ; 
and  the  remaining  tables  the  occupations  and  positions  of  its  victims.

SCARLATINA. 


Scarlatina  accounted  during  the  year  for  947  deaths,  or  for  347  in  the  Parish, 
and  600  in  the  Out-townships.  (The  average  number  of  deaths  for  the 
preceding  ten  years  was  669).  The  rate  of  its  mortality  was  equal  to  L8 
per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  Its  rate  relatively  to  deaths 
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from  all  causes  was  1*9  per  cent,  in  the  first  quarter,  3 -2  in  the  second,  6 ‘8  in 
the  third,  and  11-9  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year  ;  its  annual  rate  relatively 
to  all  deaths  was  6T  per  cent.,  and  relatively  to  deaths  from  zymotic  causes 
25 -6  per  cent. 

The  first  of  the  folio  wing  tables  gives  a  statistical  history  of  the  mortality 
of  Scarlatina  during  the  year  1878  ;  the  second  is  a  record  of  the  streets  of 
the  Borough  wherein  3  or  more  deaths  occurred  from  that  disease.

TUBERCULAR  DISEASES. 


This  group  of  diseases  includes  Phthisis,  Scrofula,  Tabes  Mesenterica, 
and  Hydrocephalus.  They  occasioned  2,078  deaths  in  the  Borough  of 
Liverpool  during  the  year  1878,  of  which  989  occurred  in  the  Parish,  and 
1,089  in  the  Out-Townships.  (The  average  number  of  deaths  for  the  preceding 
ten  years  was  2,073).  The  death-rate  was  3’9  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population;  their  percentage  death-rate  relatively  to  deaths  from  all  causes 
was  13  *3.

The  Select  Vestry  are  kind  enough  to  forward  to  the  Office  a  daily  list 
of  the  cases  of  Fever  and  Small  Pox  attended  by  the  Parochial  Medical 
Officers,  and  a  monthly  list  of  the  cases  of  all  Zymotic  diseases,  of  Tubercular 
diseases,  and  of  sickness  from  other  causes,  which  have  occurred  in  the 
twelve  districts  of  the  Parish. 


The  daily  list  enables  the  Health  Committee  to  take  action  for  the  purifi¬ 
cation  of  the  houses,  and  I  am  able  from  the  other  to  classify  the  districts  and 
streets  in  which  sickness  has  prevailed. 

The  following  are  the  streets  within  the  Parish  of  Liverpool  in  which  three 
or  more  cases  of  Fever,  or  two  or  more  of  Scarlatina,  or  two  or  more  of

These  show  that  the  average  number  of  persons  suffering  from  Continued 
Fever  (including  therein  Typhus,  Typhoid,  and  simple  Continued  Fever)  at 
one  time  in  Hospital  during  the  year  1878  was  48,  and  their  percentage 
Death-rate  was  13 ’3.  The  average  number  of  cases  of  Measles  at  one  time 
in  Hospital  during  the  year  was  4,  and  the  percentage  Death-rate  was  13*6 ; 
the  average  number  of  cases  of  Scarlatina  at  one  time  in  the  Hospital  during 
the  year  was  13,  and  the  percentage  Death-rate  was  14*1.  19  cases  of  Small¬ 

pox  belonging  to  the  Parish  were  admitted  to  Hospital  during  the  year,  18 
being  sent  to  Mill  Road  Hospital,  and  1  to  Netherfield  Road  Hospital. 

The  number  of  persons  in  receipt  of  Parochial  Relief  on  Saturday,  29th  of 
June,  1878,  was  5,460,  or  83  more  than  at  the  corresponding  period  of  1877  ; 
and  the  number  on  Saturday,  the  28th  December,  1878,  was  6,535,  or  631 
more  than  at  the  same  period  of  1877.

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LODGING-HOUSES. 

The  Health  Committee  have,  since  the  passing  of  the  Sanitary  Act,  1866, 
ruled  that,  as  far  as  possible,  all  registered  lodging-houses  should  have  a 
day  apartment  for  the  accommodation  of  their  lodgers,  and  that  all  houses 
where  single  rooms  were  occupied  by  day  and  night  should  be  registered  as 
sub-let.  The  space  required  for  a  night  lodger  in  a  registered  lodging-house 
is  300  cubical  feet,  while  the  space  in  a  sub-let  house  for  each  adult  is 
350  feet. 

There  were  on  the  register  1,130  lodging-houses  at  the  end  of  1877,  and 
1,095  at  the  end  of  1878,  This  difference  was  occasioned  by  the  removal  of 
298  old  licenses,  and  the  addition  of  263  new  ones.  The  visits  to  lodging- 
houses  are  both  by  day  and  night.  The  lodging-houses  of  the  better  class,  and 
especially  those  provided  only  with  single  beds  for  each  person,  and  only  with 
the  number  of  beds  equivalent  to  the  number  of  lodgers  allowed,  are  not 
visited  at  night  except  on  grave  suspicion  or  on  complaint,  or  in  the  case  of 
foreign  emigrant  lodging-houses.  The  night  visits  are  pretty  nearly  restricted 
to  the  low  districts  and  tramp  houses.  The  number  of  day  visits  paid  during 
the  year  was  46,165,  and  the  night  visits  6,289.  The  number  of  lodging- 
houses  found  overcrowded  on  the  night  visits  was  26,  the  number  of  informa¬ 
tions  laid  for  breaches  of  the  bye-laws  was  94,  with  the  results  of  fines  in  89 
cases  to  the  extent  of  £18  17s.  6d.,  in  sums  varying  from  Is,  to  40s.  and 
costs.  The  number  of  lodging  houses  found  dirty  was  227 ;  notices  were 
served  to  lime-wash  and  cleanse. 

It  is  necessary  frequently  to  visit  houses  which  are  not  licensed  either  as 
lodging  or  sub-let  houses,  especially  when  emigration  is  brisk,  or  at  race  times. 
There  were  2,795  such  visits  paid  during  the  day,  and  in  62  of  the  cases  where 
suspicion  was  confirmed  they  were  followed  up  by  night  visits.  A  tenant 
harbouring  lodgers  is  not  taken  before  the  Justices  for  the  first  offence,  but  is 
noticed  to  apply  to  have  his  rooms  measured  and  licensed.  There  were  189 
such  notices  issued  during  the  year,  but  in  only  five  cases  did  the  tenants  refuse 
to  comply;  they  were  brought  before  the  Justices  and  fined.  A  by-law 
requires  that  every  case  of  infectious  sickness  in  a  lodging-house  should  be  at 
once  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  48  cases  of  fever  and  3  cases 
of  small  pox  occurred  in  lodging-houses;  in  45  of  the  cases  the  patients  were 
at  once  sent  to  hospital,  the  remaining  6  being  members  of  the  keepers’ 
families,  were  not  removed ;  5  of  these  latter  died.  In  all  cases  of  fever  or 
infectious  disease  the  bedding  was  at  once  removed  to  the  disinfecting  apparatus, 
and  the  rooms  purified  and  cleansed;  in  the  6  cases  where  the  patients  remained, 
the  licenses  to  receive  lodgers  were  suspended  by  the  Medical  Officer.  No 
lodger  died  from  fever  or  small  pox  in  a  registered  lodging-house ;  but,  not 
including  the  five  cases  of  fever,  there  were  120  deaths  from  non-contagious 
diseases  in  lodging-houses,  of  which  91  belonged  to  the  keepers’  families  and 
29  were  lodgers. 

F 
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SUB-LET  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  sub-let  Houses  on  the  Register  at  the  termination  of  1877 
was  12,041 ;  the  number  registered  during  1878  was  253,  making  the  total  on 
the  Register  on  the  31st  December,  12,294.  The  number  of  visits  paid  during 
the  night  was  13,281,  and  during  the  day  68,638,  with  the  result  of  finding 
1,562  rooms  overcrowded.  In  addition  to  overcrowding  the  offence  (though 
not  punishable  in  sub-let  houses)  of  permitting  males  and  females  not  married 
to  occupy  the  same  room,  comes  under  the  notice,  and  is  entered  in  the  books 
of  the  Inspectors.  There  were  982  rooms  thus  indecently  occupied  by  1,427 
males  and  1,752  females,  besides  having  also  in  these  rooms  712  children 
between  the  ages  of  5  and  13  years.  The  character  of  the  indecent  occupation 
may  be  judged  of  from  the  following  facts  In  504  instances  one  man  and 
two  women  were  found  in  the  same  bedroom  ;  in  283  instances  two  men  and 
one  woman;  in  seventy-seven  instances  two  men  and  two  women;  in  sixty-one 
instances  one  man  and  three  women  ;  in  twenty-seven  instances  three  men  and 
one  woman ;  in  nine  instances  two  men  and  three  women  ;  in  nine  instances 
one  man  and  four  women  ;  in  four  instances  three  men  and  two  women ;  in 
three  instances  four  men  and  one  woman ;  in  two  instances  two  men  and  four 
women  ;  in  one  instance  one  man  and  five  women  ;  in  one  instance  one  man 
and  six  women  ;  and  in  one  instance  four  men  and  four  women. 

Informations  were  laid  against  1,354  chief  tenants  for  permitting  over¬ 
crowding  in  rooms,  with  the  following  results  : — 7  were  fined  Is  ;  1,076  fined 
Is.  and  Is.  costs;  1  fined  2s.  6d. ;  207  fined  2s.  6d.  and  2s.  6d.  costs; 
34  fined  5s.  and  4s.  6d.  costs  ;  and  3  fined  1  Os.  and  4s.  6d.  costs;  making  a 
total  of  fines  levied  during  the  year  of  T178  3s.  Of  the  remaining  26  cases, 
17  informations  were  withdrawn  and  9  acquitted,  the  tenants  having  abated 
the  overcrowding. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

1,144  day  visits  and  1,431  night  visits  have  been  made  to  Bakehouses 
during  the  year.  22  informations  were  laid  for  working  young  people,  below 
the  age  of  18  years,  between  the  hours  of  9  p.m.  and  5  a.m.  Penalties  were 
inflicted  in  18  cases,  varying  from  2s.  6d.  and  costs  to  5s.  and  costs,  and 
making  a  total  of  £4  19s.  158  Bakehouses  were  found  dirty,  and  notices 

were  served  to  limewash  and  cleanse  them. 


LICENSES  FOR  CATTLE. 

During  the  year  1878,  20  applications  for  licenses  to  keep  150  cows  were 
made  to,  and  granted  by  the  Health  Committee;  23  shippons  licensed  to  keep 
141  cows,  have  been  given  up  during  the  year.  There  are  at  present  430 
shippons  licensed  to  keep  4,756  cows.  62  of  the  shippons  previously  licensed 
have  been  transferred  to  fresh  tenants.  In  52  of  the  shippons  pigs  are  also 
allowed  to  be  kept ;  in  48  of  them  only  two  pigs  each  ;  in  3,  4  pigs  ;  and  in  1, 
5  pigs. 

45  applications  were  made  during  the  year  to  keep  pigs  in  styes  separate 
from,  and  unconnected  with  shippons  ;  8  of  the  applications  for  keeping  20 
pigs  were  granted.  46  piggeries,  licensed  to  keep  115  pigs,  have  been  given  up 
during  the  year.  9  piggeries  previously  licensed  have  been  transferred  to 
fresh  tenants.  The  total  number  of  premises  or  styes  now  licensed  in  the 
Borough  (excluding  shippons)  is  171,  for  keeping  524  pigs. 

MORTUARIES. 

During  the  year  64  bodies  were,  by  order  of  the  Justices  on  the  certificate 
of-  the  Medical  Officer,  removed  to  the  Mortuaries  provided  by  the  Council 
under  section  142  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875.

Of  the  patients  removed  to  Hospital  the  following  were  conveyed  by  the 
Sanitary  Officers 423  cases  of  Fever  and  Scarlatina,  10  cases  of  Small  Pox, 
and  4  cases  of  Measles,  making  a  total  of  437  persons.  106  were  taken  to 
Netherfield  Road  Hospital,  287  to  the  Parish  Workhouse  Hospital,  6  to 
Toxteth  Workhouse  Hospital,  and  38  to  West  Derby  Union  Hospital. 
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DISINFECTION  OF  HOUSES. 

In  all  cases  of  infectious  disease  the  houses  were  disinfected,  fiee  of  cost, 
with  sulphurous  gas,  by  officers  appointed  by  the  Health  Committee  ;  but 
whenever  there  was  sickness  in  any  room  of  the  house,  so  as  to  endanger 
health  by  the  use  of  sulphurous  gas,  carbolic  acid  powder  was  freely  sprinkled 
in  the  rooms  and  passages  of  the  house  until  the  sulphurous  gas  could  be  used 
safely.  No  house  is  considered  properly  disinfected  until  sulphurous  gas  has 
been  used.  The  existence  of  sickness,  and  the  consequent  employment  of 
carbolic  acid  powder,  necessitate  many  visits  by  the  persons  in  chaige  ox 
disinfection.  There  were  in  all  7,107  visits  paid  during  the  year  to  houses 
for  the  purpose  of  disinfection,  the  number  of  houses  properly  disinfected 

being  2,841. 

THE  DISINFECTING  APPARATUS.

REPORT  ON  THE  WORK  DONE  IN  THE  BOROUGH  OF  LIVERPOOL  DURING 

THE  TEAR  1878,  UNDER  THE  PROVISIONS  OF  “  THE  SALE  OF  FOOD 
AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1875.” 

During  the  year  1878  the  Analyst  for  the  Borough  of  Liverpool  has 
analysed  275  samples,  of  which  255  were  submitted  by  the  Inspectors  of 
Nuisances  for  the  Borough,  1  by  another  officer  of  the  Health  Committee, 

and  19  by  private  persons.  There  were  107  offences  against  the  Act,  besides 
some  trifling  and  doubtful  cases.

The  number  of  prosecutions  instituted  was  105,  the  results  being  that  11 
cases  were  dismissed  with  a  caution  or  withdrawn,  and  in  94  cases  penalties 
were  inflicted  varying  from  5s.  to  £10,  besides  costs  in  each  case. 


The  total  amount  of  the  fines  was  £85  5s.,  and  about  £50  in  costs 

(including  those  inflicted  in  private  cases),  or  nearly  twice  as  much  as  in 
1877. 


The  average  amount  of  penalty  was  only  18s.  7*d.  It  was  pointed  out  last 
year  that  while  the  average  penalty  in  the  Borough  of  Liverpool  was  only 
15s.  lid.  the  average  penalty  in  the  County  of  Lancaster  was  £2  17s.  4d.  The 
effect  has  been  that  while  the  percentage  of  offences  in  the  County  fell  to 

in  the  Iear  1877'8  fro“  2L3  in  the  year  1876-7,  the  percentage  of 
offences  in  the  Borough  has  risen  to  38-9  in  1878  from  31-8  in  1877. 


In  the  cases  of  milk  the  percentage  of  offences  in  the  County  fell  from  32  to 
21,  while  in  the  Borough  the  percentage  only  fell  from  31*2  to  27*1.  This 
difference  appears  to  be  due  to  the  small  amount  of  the  penalty  inflicted  in  the 
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Borough— a  penalty  so  small  that  it  would  pay  a  dishonest  dealer  to  continue 
the  practice  of  watering  milk,  even  if  he  were  detected  and  fined  once  eveiy 
three  weeks. 

The  only  articles  formerly  extensively  adulterated  whose  sophistication  has 
been  effectually  suppressed  are  tea,  preserved  peas,  and  sweetmeats.  In  these 
cases  the  fines  were  higher  than  the  average,  having  varied  from  £1  to  £5. 


LIVERPOOL  WATER  SUPPLY. 

By  permission  of  the  Water  Committee,  the  following  Summary  of  the 
Analyses  of  the  Water  supplied  to  Liverpool,  during  the  year  1878,  has  been 
kindly  supplied  by  Dr.  J.  Campbell  Brown  :  — 

During  the  year  1878,  periodical  analyses  of  about  forty  samples  of  water 
have  been  made  on  behalf  of  the  Water  Committee,  besides  occasional  analyses 

of  special  samples. 

The  average  composition  of  the  water  is  very  nearly  what  is  shown  by  the 
figures  in  the  accompanying  table. 

°in  the  samples  from  Green  Lane  and  Windsor  wells  there  is  great  difference 
in  composition,  according  as  the  water  is  kept  down  to  a  low  level  by  pumping 
or  allowed  to  reach  a  high  level.  The  deep  water  contains  a  much  larger 
proportion  of  hardening  and  other  mineral  salts,  but  a  much  smaller  proportion 
of  unoxidised  or  partly  oxidised  organic  matter ;  in  fact,  only  the  deep  water  is 
suitable  for  drinking  purposes,  although  the  upper  water  is  better  for  washing 

and  boiler  purposes. 

Dudlow  Lane  contains  a  larger  proportion  of  the  oxidised  remains  of  organic 
matter  than  any  of  the  other  wells ;  but  the  oxidation  has  been  fairly  complete 
during  the  year,  except  on  one  occasion. 

The  water  of  Bootle  well  is  wholesome,  but,  like  that  of  Windsor  well, 
excessively  hard. 

The  water  from  Rivington  is  generally  slightly  coloured  by  peat,  hut  is 
wholesome.
